Ex- 
teriors have been designed to fit any neighbor- 
hood and are quietly dignified and attractive, as 
good designs must be. 



Building a house can be a satisfying adventure 
but mistakes can be costly. The most important 
single item for future enjoyment of your home is 
the plan. Select your plan carefully and avoid 
unusual or complicated arrangements which tend 
to lower the re-sale value. Use standard con- 
struction methods and materials to keep con- 
struction costs to a minimum.

On the outside brick and vertical siding dominate 
while the balance is finished with wide bevel siding.

It consists of a 
through living room with fireplace, com- 
bination kitchen-dinette, eleven closets 
for all purposes, a small central hall 
connecting all rooms, three corner bed- 
rooms with cross ventilation and an 
attached garage. 

Wardrobe closets are used throughout, 
including the coat closets, entry clo"set, 
towel and linen cabinets. There ts a full 
basement, except under garage, frame 
construction, wide siding, asphalt shin- 
gles and wide overhanging eaves to pro- 
tect the front entrance and picture 
window.

Kitchen cabinets are arranged to form 
a compact, step saving workroom, with 
views to the rear and side yards and 
overlooking the front entrance. The 
dinette can be closed off from the living 
room by means of folding doors and yet 
is a part of the kitchen, separated by a 
snack bar. 

In addition, there are three large bed- 
rooms, bath, living room, good closets 
and full basement. The exterior is an 
attractive combination of stone and 
wide bevel siding with picture window 
and covered front stoop.

Other features shown on the plans include the smalt 
bedroom hall, linen and towel cabinets, wardrobe 
closets, entrance coat closets and access door from 
kitchen to vestibule. 

Shingle siding on frame construction, asphalt shingles, 
covered front entrance, brick planting area comprise 
the exterior finish.

This plan is interesting because of the 
flexibility which permits construction of 
the f rst unit, consisting of one bedroom 
and future addition of the two end 
bedrooms. Such an addition would call 
for a minimum of alteration on the first 
unit. Plans call for frame construction, 
siding with stone facing, asphalt shingles, 
covered entrance, attached garage and 
full basement. There are three bedrooms, 
large bath, combination kitchen-dining 
room and living room.

Also shown are the galley type kitchen with cabinets 
on opposite walls, picture window, recessed tub and 
asphalt shingle roof.

The center bedroom can be converted into 
a child's play room or a work room by adding a door 
from the kitchen. All rooms are reached from the 
center hall. 

Eight closets include linen cabinet, hall and kitchen 
closets, coat closet and wardrobe type closets in all 
bedrooms. A cabinet at window sill height provides 
space for books, magazines, etc.

There is a full basement, except under garage, and the 
first floor contains vestibule, living room, three bed- 
rooms, bath and combined kitchen-dining In a roomy 
kitchen. 

Plans call for frame construction, hip roof, asphalt 
shingles, wide siding, covered front entrance, picture 
window and brick planter.

The exterior of this attractive house is 
finished with wide sidinq on frame con- 
struction, except for a portion of the 
front wall which is faced with stone. A 
wide overhanging eave breaks the roof 
line and protects the picture window 
and front entrance. There are three 
bedrooms, bath, combination kitchen- 
dinette, living room and a full basement. 
A pair of folding doors separate the 
dinette and living room. 
Wardrobe type closets, with overhead 
storage space, are used throughout with 
linen cabinet in the hall. Other points 
of interest are the planters under the 
picture window and beside the steps, 
high bedroom windows for added wall 
space and recessed tub.

by means of folding doors.

Cabinets have been placed on three walls of the 
kitchen and a serving counter to separate the kitchen 
from the dinette.
